Too Much Base Metal. 


'"THe great fallacy of the melting; pot," says President Cut- 


ten of Colgate University, "is that we thought if we could only 
geKpeople here and surround them with the proper environ- 
ment they would become intellectual, cultured and moral ac- 
cording to our standard." 


The melting pot, he thinks, has melted in too much base 


alloy -with the good material, and racial deterioration has been 
helped along by "race suicide" among the best stock. Th,ys 
the race becomes more stupid instead of more intelligent. 


This is contrary to the view still held by most people, and 


doesn't sound very democratic, but there may be more truth 
in it than one likes to admit. 


Recent researches in ethnology and genealogy have revealed 


some surprising things about people's capacity for mental and 
moral development. It appears that there are whole races and 
large numbers of people in the most intelligent races who seem, 
incapable of progress beyond a certain moderate level. 


America must do its best for such people, but it should not 


expect too much of them. Progress depends mainly on the 
development of the brightest and best stock to its full capacity, 
and on the increase of such stock. 


Fortunately the present immigration restriction is saving 


the country from the dumping of the usual quantity of base 
metal into the melting pot. The situation will be still better 
when Congress gets around to providing machinery for intelli- 
gent selection of those who are admitted. 


Ciiy Trust Funds. 


The community trust fund represents a growing idea. 


Cleveland, O., in which the original community trust was 
established under the direction of the Cleveland Foundation, 
has served as a model to other cities, such as Chicago, Boston 
and Indianapolis. 


One of the principal uses to which such funds have already 


been directed is the making of important-surveys. The con- 
dition of education in a community, its' administration of 
criminal justice, a survey of jail conditions and similar re- 
searches haye been made in some communities, and others 
will follow. 


A thorough survey accomplishes several things. It brings 


existing conditions accurately to public attention. It makes 
specific recommendations for bettering those conditions. It 
compiles otherwise scattered and unrelated facts into a unified 
whole and is the na source of information to all persons inter- 
ested in the subject. 


Even when it does these things, however, a survey cannot 


be called wholly successful if it does not produce results—that 
is, if it is not followed by action which carries out the recom- 
mendations. 


It has been found in Cleveland that such action does follow. 


The survey serves to enlighten the public, and the public, 
once thoroughly informed, does the rest, or sees that it js done 
by the proper authorities. 


So far such surveys and trust funds have been confined to 


the large cities. Smaller towns would do well to take up the 
idea, as they have, been taking "up city planning. 


Boosting Canadian Agriculture. 


' v The Canadian Pacific Railway is following the lead of the 
tinited States government in the matter of farm financing as 
a means of disposing of its enormous holdings of arable lands 
in the western provinces. 


For years it has been selling acreage on a plan that allowed 


the settler 20 years for payment. Now, after the example of 
the banks organized under the Federal Farm Loan Act, it is to 
allow 34 years under a simple amortization plan. 


"The future o*f Western Canada, in fact, of Canada as a 


whole, depends upon greater, population," says President 
Beatty of the C. P. R. in making the announcement, and he 
makes plain his hope that the new plan will stimulate desirable 
immigration from Great Britain and the United States. At 
the same time he states that the system is retroactive in the in- L 
terest of present settlers, more than 30,000 of whom have'" 
agreements with the road involving approximately $100,- 
000,000 inland.. 


Canada, as its recent immigration policies indicate, wants 


immigrants who can and will farm rather-than those who drift 
inevitably into the ranks of traders and middlemen. 
. 


Canada's greatest railway, with more than a fourth of its 


original 20,000,000 acres still unsold, should go far to make 
the"bominion's efforts productive of the desired result.

Income Per Return 


According to the internal revenue 


bureau at Washington, the following 
individual Income tax returns were 
made for 1921 by the following cities 
and towns:

Nashua, 2592; Rochester, 556; Ports- 
mouth, 1800; Dover, 1129; Claremont,, 
702; Berlin, 1152; Laconia, 640; Leb- 
anon, 540; Somersworth, 468 


Merrlmack county filed 4014 returns. 


This "record was beaten only by Hills- 
borough county, 11,700, and Rocking- 
ham 4092. 


The average net income per return 


in New Hampshire was J2,540.96 in 
1921. 
The national average was $2,- 


938.56. The New Hampshire figures 
compares with Its figure of $2791 for 
1920 and $3069 for 1919 


The average tax per return in New 


Hampshire was $64.28, or about half 
the national average:. It compares with 
$76 for New Hampshire in 1920 and 
5110 in 1919. 


Although all the New Hampshire to- 


tals were below its corresponding fig- 
ures for 1920, this decrease was in 
line with the national showing for the 
year. 


New Hampshire paid $1,759,920 or 


24 per cent of the total taxes col- 
lected. Thirty-six other states paid a 
higher percentage than the Granite 
State. 


New Hampshire held tS2,352,496 or 


42 per cent of the net income report- 
ed. 


The per capita tax in New Hamp- 


shire was $3.97. Nineteen other states 
had a higher figure than this. 


The per capita net income reported 


w^s $185,S6. The national average was 
$184.65 


The number of personal returns filed 


in New Hampshire, 32,410, constituted 
49 per cent of the 'total for the na- 
tion. 


Of the total population of 
New 


Hampshire, 7.31 per cent filed returns. 
This was higher than the national 
average of G.2S per cent. 


Comparing the New Hampshire fig- 


ures for 1S21 with its figures for the 
previous year, decreases are reported 
all along the line. The number of re- 
turns 32,410, compares with 35,953 in 
1920; 
the total net income reported, 


$82,352,400, is below the 1S20 figure of 
$100,431,539; and the total tax $1,759,- 
290, is not equal to the tax ot $2,720,- 
793 collected the year before.

:earch Laboratory at Lewis Institute 
n Chicago. It is probably the only 
collection of its kind in existence and 
.he information contained on the la- 
bels of the bottles gives an interesting 
nsight into the part that science is 
playing in modern industrial under- 
:akings. 


This "sand library" was started ten 


years ago and specimens have been 
added from time to time until there 
are more than 2800 different bottles 
of sand in the collection. The speci- 
mens come from every state In the 
Union and from Canada, Cuba, Mexico, 
and other foreign countries. ~ 


Each sample has 
been 
carefully 


tested and the results of the test are 
Kept in the files. They include the 
source of the specimen, the grading, 
silt content and the results of the 
colorimetric test for organic impuri- 
ties. In most instances mortar 
and 


concrete tests also have been made. 
The reasons for^he tests were to as- 
certain the suitability of the various 
sands for concrete and mortar work.
